under similar oircumstaucos — suflor in 
silence. But tliis girl took very good 
cnvf to Inl all tho world know that a 
man with a noble name had acted 
Kha'iaet'ully, and in dying .sho wrote in 
indelible characters her own and hnr 
lover's name on hie very cnstlo walls, 
Ro that his diahonorablc conduct could 
not possibly be liushcd up, ftUhpugh he 
had even the police in his favor. INIa- 
rie Dalmont, the young woman who 
took her life, was a successful operetta 
singer, IS years old, and came to Vi- 
enna in January, 1881, to complete 
her raumcal education, her anil^itioa 
being to become a dinger in the Grand; 
Opera. ^Vi(ll her came a devoted 
friend, Alino H^nncvillo, sis years her 
senior, who had sufl'orrd some ilisap- 
pointnienl in her home, and had long 
ago made up her inind to devote her 
life to.the aniiaWo Mnrie. The two 
girls were very well brought uj^ had 
rcflned manners and cultivated minds, 
so that in a very few months they 
made numerous frienns in musical nn<i 
iheatrical oirole;s here. One day iMa- 
rie wan aakod by the KrencU -Eoibassy 
to take part in some amateur th^atri- 
ealn, in which sho performed, the ' pairt 
of "jeun preruicne." Her partner was 
the young Count Henry Condonhove, 
who foil desperately in love with ber, 
and laid seige to lier heart until he 
riicccedod in ttaininc; iier atlections. 
Poor .Marie was all too devoted, and 
believed the young Count when

Of course thi.s could not bp talked of 
at tho time, becaiuse in Austria a 
young man does not attain his majori- 
ty until tho twenty fourth year, anil 
l.'ount Henry was liut twenty-two. 
When .Marie was about to become a 
mother she exi)re.ssed a wish to return 
to her relatives in France, but the 
Count implored her In sLiy and .iwait 
her continement in Italy, where it 
wotild bo easy lor him lo have the 
child declared legally as his own. 
Maiio complied with bis wish, but 
when she wroto from Italy that it was 
time for him to keep hia jiromi.so he 
an-sweied that ho was studying the lav,- 
just then, and that ho had found out 
that hia adopting the child as his own 
would ho a morn form of no use to her 
whatevci-. 'I'lip girl had never accep- 
ted either money or firesonts from him, 
and her little savings were soon ex- 
hausted. Her friend, however, receiv- 
ed a thousajid francs from France, lier 
share in a houHO which she had inherit- 
ed together with her brothers and si.^- 
ters. Tho girls engaged a nurse for 
tho baby, a lioy christened Henry, and 
sent him to France to be taken care of 
by ISlarie's relatives. Then they re- 
turned to Vienna and applied to Count 
Henry for moans to support his child. 
Marie possessed a letter from hiu\ in 
which ho acknowleilj;cd her child to be 
his own, and promised ii)ion the honor 
of a gentleman and an otHcer to do all 
in his power for both mother and child. 
The truant lover's answer was a sum 
luons to the police. In brutal terms 
Marie Dalmont was told that old 
(,'ount C'ondcnhove would give her 4,- 
000 florins if she returned tho letter in 
which the young Count flcknowlodged 
the child. The young Frenchw6man 
scornfully refused to accept this oiler, 
and tten the •ppjipOa.official. told her 
that if eho was not.vctj^Lcdreful and 
did npt,ces8o :,))o(henpg tlio generous 
nobleman, ^upbiiNvUbin she, had no 
claim whatever, she would be expelled 
from Austria altogether. This treat- 
ment seems to have exasperated the 
unhappy young woman. On Wednes- 
day 3lario arranged all her documents, 
wrot« her last will and: tjBafcame.Qj, and 
telling her landlady ste would be ))ack 
in two days, travelled with ber friend 
to Liu^. A letter to her lawyer, op 
oncd after death, told that she intend- 
ed aaking Count Condouhovo for a IqbL 
interview, oud that if ho did not 
grautfitj.audfiBiveJ)cr.pardon for all 
the wrong bo bad done to her, she

me," In the afternoon they drbvo to 
he castle and badp' the ooaehiiian to 
wait for tlicm. After having waited 
for anJiQW&"=probaljly at some tryst- 
ing-place whcte they had informed tho 
young Count "they wotild meet him — 
they returned to Linz. Late at night 
they: drove, to" the castle- again and dis- 
mis.sed.tlie driver, who^' seeing thoy 
were real.,. l^di.OPi heliey'ciijthem to be 
guests of Count Condeuhove. They 
crept stealthily thrpugii a heilgerow in- 
to the p.irk,' wTilbetl up to the frotit of 
the c.astlo, a beautiful modi-.eval build- 
ing, spre.ad a large plaid shawl on a 
bed of roses, fired one shot up at the 
house and then shot thom.selveii 
through the heart, death following in- 
stantaneously. Tho .servants of the 
^oiijl heai-d the detonations, but they 
•were too much frightened to go and 
see whence they came, and the dead 
bodies wero not discovered until early 
morning. Count Ifcnrv must have re- 
ceived .Marie's letters oii the ]ireviot)d 
day ; he, must have known that .she 
was in the neighborhood, iiesidos, the 
gatekeeper .said that his young master 
told him liot to admit two young ladies 
if they asked to see eitl.«r hiiii or his 
father. That-SIarie Ualmont judged 
them none too severely, was proved ly 
subsequent eventB. The young loril 
ordered a Gr^j^l&s funeral, and would 
have had all tfier flowers from garden 
and hot-house spread over their cotlins 
and their grave. Itut the old loid 
countermanded tliese orders, ami' tbo 
poor girls wore interred outside the 
churcluvard walls, with no priest to 
speak' a blossi|)g"6n tbem, and no eliar 
itablo blind to throw a flower.

It scarcely needed tho annonncemcnt 
in tho organ of yesterday to convince peo- 
ple that the premier will hold on to the 
sweets of oflico as lont; as possible. The 
"staying powers" of tliat gentleman 
when oilice and emolument are inv>dv- 
vod are so well known that the organ 
might as -woll have refrained from in- 
forming people that he will not resign 
until Uia Excellency tells him that ho 
nnist go, or llie people's representatives 
shall pul hini (i\it of oflicc " bag nnd 
baggage," as tlliidstonc said tho 'i'urks 
ought to be driven out of Europe. With 
an impudence which does even him dis- 
credit, the premier counts all the Inde- 
)icndent noses as govornmont noses, ap- 
propriates two of tho Oiipoailion mem- 
ber.s elect, and then informs tho country 
that tho government has been sustained '. 
The Gtiaydian, more modest, cpnly clainifl 
that the government can be airrii'd nn 
with, tho casting vote of tho speaker 
which everyone will iinderHtand, is not a 
working majority. Tnrtdiig from the 
government press wu tind that the two 
indepetidont journals — the Post and the 
.Sentinel — both of whom arc in a position 
to know the exaci -^entimenta of the Inde- 
pondonts, declare that the government 
aro beaten and that tho Opposition will 
have a largo working majority. Tho pub- 
lic will bo disposed to accept tliis disin-- 
tereateil evidence in pruferenco to that of 
a newspaper whoso proprietors have 
boon for foiir ycar-s steeped to the lips in 
government "pap," or of a premier who 
has adopted politics as his profession and 
whose political voracity is known to bo of 
the loosest. The object the premier and 
his organ have in view in misrepr«sentine 
facta and malcing tho figuroH lell libs is 
patent to all. Tho government desire to 
retain oflice until ihc lir«t minting of 
parliament, which ihi y will posiporie to 
iM lato a date as possiUlo, unless Uis Kx- 
rolloncy should nipanwhilo rpipiest. (h<-ir 
rosignatic5n or insist upon an early session 
and a practical test by that moans of tho 
rolalivo strength of the parties. To Jfr. 
Heaven and his associates their retention 
of oilice till next spring means just so 
many morn dollars of tho public money 
fobbed by l.licm. Tu the public it means 
ilolai's that will ])rc>ve iiijinioiiH, f ir when 
tiio JiouHO is called together the govern- 
niont will surely bo defeated, the new 
ministers will roqiiiro to go back for re- 
election, and the |)ublic business moau- 
tinio will come In a stand. If the premier 
antl hia ministers po.s,^e3Sod an atom of 
patriotism they would follow tho well- 
known precedents of English miniaters 
whonMofoated at tho polls; of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie in tho fall of 1878; and of Mr. El- 
liott in tho sunnnorof the .same year. Mr. 
lilliott resigned inimodiat uly it was made 
manifest that tlu; verdict of the polls was 
against him. He did not include Tndo- 
pendents and Oppositioni.sts with thogov- 
eminent in order to create a fictitious 
majority. Mr. lieavon, at the most, can 
count but six members returned to sup- 
liort hi'.n. Tho Opposil ion, on tho other 
liand, have secured fourteen pledged 
mojnbcrs, and have much bettor reason 
to include a majority of the Independents 
in their count tlian the government have 
to claim any of tlicin as supporters. Mr. 
Beavon may .succeed in averting tho evil 
day, but at tho earliest constitutional 
moment it will bo demonstrated that he 
does not jiossess the confidence of the 
country as represented in tho house.

Senator Maodonald's Address at tho 
H. E. Church, 'Wodnosdar 
Evo&i&sr, July 2'ith. 

(Couelu^cd.) 
Mr. Duncan at once proparod to leave 
the mission-house, and when what had 
just transpired became known in the vil 

lage a house uas piaced at bis disposal by 
i-ne ol' ilie Indiani, .uid Imiulreds ol |.i\ - 
iiig haiuls carried his fuiiiiluri- and liooks 
to his new ipiartei's. T"hero was great ex- 
eileiiient; but, to the credit of the In. 
dian.'i be it .said, there wa."* no lireai h of 
the peace. iV u)ueting was helit that 
night, at which roaolutiona were jiasiod 
io(iuesling Mr. Uuncau to cont imie with 
Ihein, to he their iiiinisler and teacher, 
lie said he would not give lliein an .an 
swer then, as (hey wore I'xcited and many 
<u' ilie people were away, .'^horily after 
this anotbor ujcoling was helil, and the 
tiama resolution come to; lint Mr. Duncan 
would not even tlu u give I hem an an- 
Hwor, wishing lirst of all to he certain 
that all the p.-ople were with him. 

.lust about Jast Ohvi-ilma-s a large meet- 
ing was held in the church, the first time 
it had been opened since Mr. Duncan's 
dismissal last Xovomber. .V deputation 
wailed (in ^Ir. Diinran, reipiesting him 
to como to the church. He did so, and 
found 1)00 iir 700 poisi'iis theiv, and a 
seat iilacoil I'lr liiin at tlic head of the 
centre aisle. One (jf the elders then ap- 
proached, carrying a bible in his hand.s, 
and, facing tho congregation, said: "You 
are now asked h- ci'idinn with your own 
voices yuir actii'ii at the dilferent meet- 
ings, and to say wholher vnu wish Mr. 
Duncan In eonlinue as y<iiir teacher and 
minister. " Willi one voice thej- .said; 
" \V(? desire hini to be our teacher and 
mini.Hin. " The elder then turned tp Mr. 
Duncan, placing (he bible in his hands 
ami s.ayiiiL'. "I'oniiiiiic tn l>c <iin- minis 
tcr, fand gn on Ic.ulimg the Wmd nf (iod 
as ynu bavi- dniic t'lii- ilic last Iv.enly 
yeais. .Mr. Duncan, sci'ing iliat they 
were all ci cuu- mind, consented t" cmi 
tinuo with them. Such was his nrdina- 
tion, and in my opinion a very cmiphae 
one. 

Directly after .Mr. Duncan's dismis- 
Bal the bishop went lo lOiiglaiid, and evi- 
dently he and the .Sciciety came In the 
conclnsinii that t liey had a'cted tou hastily, 
fiu' lui his return ue llml him writing a 
letter to Mr. Duncan asking him tn cuine 
back; and that same U tter contains one I 
of the most insiiltinL; pri'posals which j

Sucli a bail, and to a man I 
like iMr. Duncan, who has given his 
whole life lo the spiritual instruction of I 
the Indians, and who cares iiolhini; for ' 
the trade excepting su faras it haiinoui/es | 
witli tho spiritual work, and cuntimu's j 
to be a marked licnclit Ici his people' 

If Mr. Duncan wa.s wnuig in his teach- 
ing, or ill any of his acts, how is it that 
the bishop seeks to ont^jr into a couii>aci j 
wifh hitn to return — a high and mii,'hty 
bishop oH'ering a bail of that kind to a 
man whoso spiritual work he evidently 
despises? \\ hat is the meaning of it allf 

lis clearly this, that the bishop and the 
Society find that they are in the wrong; 
that they have acted on unfoundeil accu- 
sations hastily and witliout judgment, 
and that they would like to have Mr. 
Dunciin's .services ay.ain. 

How coulil he, whose wmk is Sd great 
and so Manifest, and wIki litis labru'cil so 
unceasingly for the last LTi years, allow- 
any one to take the spiritutd work of Met- 
laktibtla, and he lelaiii mdy tlic tcmpMraK 
It would be an ackiiowdcdgnicnt that ho 
was in the wrong, and litul been wrong all 
tho.se years, tmd that imw he bad to sur- 
render to a stranger, who so far had done 
nothing, andwliusc only claim to spiritu- 
ality seemed tn bo (hat he wore ditlereut 
clothing to that worn by Duncan. No I no! 
He could not hand over his people nr his 
work for any such childish rea.'ions. I 
ask again, if .Mr. Duncan has done no 
good work, why does the bisho;) ask him 
to return / 

This same letter which the biahu)) 
wrr te tn Mr. Duncan ho parados and holds 
11 [) ;is tin ovidonce of his wish for peace 
and h.-irniony, and whilst holding thai 
olive branch in one h.ind lie iinderniines 
Mr. Duncan with the otli-jr — seducing his 
scliool teachons, his ori^anisl and others 
by olfering pcciinitiiy advantagos, and 
trying tn tempt the people with chea|i 
goods; but they ar<' not tn be bouglii and 
sold like childri'ii. Where is the Chris- 
tian consistency nf such acts.' J am cre- 
dibly iiifornicil that llio bi.'ihop rlespises 
the aiiiritual work at Metlakalula. If so, 
why does he wish the people to como to 
tho Lnrd's taVile? Whore is tlic eonsis- 
leiicy ? 

I hope ynu :il! undc.MHl.ind that there is 
iiu change in .Mr. Duncan's iiianner of 
teaching; ho is going on as he has done 
for tho last 2^1 years, and that whatever 
may happen at .Metlakalitln he is not (o 
blame. All went smoothly and woll until 
ecclcsiaslicisin stejipcd in. Those unfor- 
tiin.'ito divisions are doing great injury to 
the fipiiiturd aini tcnipijral work and de- 
stroy all discijiliiie, which .Mr. Duncan 
found BO beneficial formerly in dealing 
with the yonng men and young women. 
N'nw, if they arc ch-istiscd or i.'nrrectnd 
llicy will llnd a refill;.' wiih llii- opf.'jMi- 
lion party, ainl tin- uncertainty li.Hn.giiig 
over iiU'aira retanls the improvcnienl of 
tho village. 

To sum up, the present condition of 
affaii-ff stands thus: That the Society 
have disini.s.sed Mr. Duncan on groundless 
;u'ous;U iniis, iiml Ihcy \Minid like very 
iiiui-li I" li:i\ i- him b:u k .-cjaiii; bill he jire- 
fers tn bi' free and iiiii r.iiiiiiudod by any 
.society. Th.a! :i cliui-ch has liccii 'est al i- 
lished' called the ' 't 'h nsl i.n i Chnivli nl 
.Metlakahtla." Thai the wlmh. village, 
excepting about .(() adults and snmc diil 
dren, aro with Mr. Duncan, tiiid that 
lio.irly all those whn have left him are 
persons nr friends nf persons he bad to 
piinisli for oflcnccs at some time or 
other. That he has. services in tho church 
thrco times on Sunday; Sunday .seln.ol; 
service on V>'udiiesd;iy cvijiiings ; dav 
school each day. 

Utendiiig to the sid; nf the village is 
Iho most arduous wm k of .all, giving him 
no rest from (i o'clock in the nioriiing till 
i'2 at night — not even time for his meals; 
yet ho never speaks a harsh word Or sends 
an Indian away, 'but listens patiently to 
all they have to say. There can be iin 
doubt that Ood crctded and raised him 
up specially fnr the wni k he is iinw doing 
so well . 

The cainicry established to furnish cni- 
ploymcnt for the jienple of the village he 
has to suporiiitL'iid, owing tn the sickness 
and inelliciency of his m.magci. 'J'ho 
cannery is a sight unrth seeing. i\reii, 
wimioii and children, clad in the cleanest 
cotton clothing and aprons, going about 
their work in a quiet, busiuess-likc way; 
no harsh language, no swearing, no coii- 
fiiaioii or noise; all showing admirablo 
training and maiiiigeincnt, and a great 
contrast to many other places where a 
difl'oreni class of laborers is employed. 
My hope is, that with all those burdens 
on his mind.arid shoulders ho may con- 
tinue in good health, and I iiavo to ask 



you to give him your prayers and Byra> 
pathy. .

&;' Hendry . is situated on the harbor 
front, Esqilimalt road. Tho grounds and 
buildinga are;very prettily located and are 
kept in very neat order. The buildings 
consist^ of the liiatch factory, 40 by '20 
feet, two stories' high ; a storehouse 20 by 
;!0 fqot and a Chinese dwelling-house -40 
by 20 feet, one story high.

is.oti. tno first" floo'r of th'b factory, and 
contains a cross cut saw, driven by a 10- 

horse power engine, jamming and splitting 
machines. Thg material is the best 
white pine, which it drives iu heavy -four 
foot longtlis, something like curdwood, 
and is lirst sawn into lengths uf two 
inches, that of a lucifer match. These 
are next ptis.sed through tho jammer 
wliich condenses, the fibre of the wooil. 
The ends aro then hand-iilaned, no ma- 
chine being yet invented for this pur- 
poBo; this is ofTocted with a drawknifc. 
The pieces ai^e next taken to the splitter 
which divides the blocks up into matches 
but leaves them .adhering at (uu; end, 
this re.Hiilt being in.sured by the previous 
piisHage of the wood through the jam- 
ming machine. Tho blocks arc irremdar 
iu slrnpe, but usually contain about l.lHMi 
matclicti.

Tho Chinaman wlitiSe'duty it i.s to .super- 
intend the heating of tho composition 
Btamls over it while he gives it consider- 
able stirring, lie worked in .San I'Vaneisco 
for tou years before he came to \'ielin-ia 
and has been at work liere at the same 
biisinoas since 187t> without sustaining 
any injury, though affections of the jaw 
were very common in Kngland .some time 
ago.
